4 !t*<*11 it- power project thus far un­ 
dertaken in the Wé*t, has been com ­ 
pleted. 
The Pit River Number One plant 
o f tiie Pacific Gas Electric Co., was 
recently opened, and jtower trans­ 
mitted to the huge Vacaville 
sub­ 
station, the fir>t built anywhere in 
the world which will handle 220,000 
v«^t transm ission. 
The plant i< on the Pit River, in 
Northern California. The P it River 
is one o f the two iinjioriant stream s 
that 
conics down from the moun­ 
tains to form the Sacram ento River. 
The engineering necessary to pro­ 
duce tremendous hydro-electric | k»w- 
ci* which the plant generates was a 
real feat. 
The water o f the Fall river, a tri­ 
butary o f the 
Pit, 
w as 
diverted 
about a mile a 1 Hive its junction with 
the Pit.

through solid rock 
approxinmtely 
two miles in length the water w as 
conveyed through an intervening hill­ 
side to a point in the Pit river can­ 
yon 454 feet above the stream . 
On the hank o f the stream fit this 
point w as 
constructed

house with 
generators 
o f 
93,800 
horsepower capacity. The fall o f wa­ 
ter at this point is more than a bil­ 
lion gallons a day. 
To bring about this fall of water 
it was necessary to build a diversion 
dam 500 feet in length. 
One 
year 
Produce was required in boring the two-mile 
tunnel. Inasmuch as roads to this 
point were 
imimsMble, 
a 
railroad“ 
thirty-five mile" in length w as built. 
The project also includes a dou­ 
ble circuit transm ission line to carry 
the electric energy o f the Pit 
One 
plant to the sub-station, 200 miles 
away. This sub-station now places 
595,000 horse-power, 
in 
installed 
capacity, at the disposal o f consum ­ 
ers. 


The eventual development o f the 
project contemplates an expenditure 
o f $100,009,000. Three more plants 
on the Pit river will be built, and one 
plant at Big Bend. A 
preliminary 
plant is already in operation at Hat 
Creek. 


Over 500,000 horsepower, at the 
source, will lie developed when these 
projects are completed, insuring am ­ 
ple hydpo-eleetric power to C alifor­ 
nia for many years to come.

horse-power will 
be 
greatly 
in­ 
creased when it is “s!ep|>ed-up” at 
the sub-stations.
